It is very well known by gontlomon 
in this city who aro thoroughly ac- 
quainted with tho fact, that a oon- 
Biderablo number of people would 
bftvo come to British Columbia thi» 
Bpringifthey could have socurod a 
re.BBon'ablo passage from San Fran-. 
oisoo«i-*^Itl iB also known that many 
enquired at tho oflloo in that city lor 
informatioD about tho dates of sailing, 
aadiY^ere told |n reply that it was 
quU^ioertalii'iijifhea another vessel 
woWd^leave for Yiotoria. i'horo has 
certainly not been a, period for some 
time^i>asb •when -labor was more in 
demand than at present. I'roca Yale 
along the road it is inipoBBible to ob- 
tain men required on the ranohos and 
other works, while at Cariboo it is 
siat'ed there is hot an idle man: It ia 
mnoh feared that throughout tho 
principal mining aud agricaHuraPdia- 
triots, especially at the harvest time, 
and before tho close of the miiiiup: sea- 
Bon, labor will 'be ^ very high and 
floaroe. An unusual flctivifcy ptoeails 
in tho interior this season, and tho 
demand for labor ia getting in advance 
of the supply. By tho last accounts 
from Cariboo, it appears there are now 
forty'<fivo claims at work on Wil- 
liam creek alone, with some twenty 
more almost ready to commence ; 
which with tho new tonitory aiouud 
Mosquito and Canadian, and the re- 
vival of several abandoned creeks, 
"Will create a demand for labor wo have 
no poBslble means of supplying. This is 
muoi to.be regretted, for in the early 
part of the year tho labor market of 
Calilornia was so oyeratooked.as to bo 
oppressive to tbia dbinmuni*iy.^i Thus 
in consequence of this old vexed ques- 
tion of steam oommunidatidn ' many 
■who would now lorm a portion of our 
indnstrial population have sought and 
iound; emplqy,ment for themselves and 
means elsewhere. It ia necessary 
these facts should be ^^^ssfd y upon 
tho attention of the Government. It 
ia not yet too late to remedy the evil 
partially. With tho amount pledged 
by tho Imperial Government, oven if 
that includes the Navy proportion, an 
additional small sura over and above 
that hitherto paid in subsidy, will 
only bo required to sustain an active 
opposition. To subsidize tho old lino 
will not reach the evil complained ofj 
because though that may ensure a 
certain periodical regularity, it will 
not bring the fares within the limits 
required. , Tho present faros aro as 
great a carse to the country as the 
irregularity of the boats. To remove 
mnoh of the evil complained of in tuis 
respeot, oppoaition 'is' required ; the 
outside advantages if it is sosnaiued would 
be so numerous and so general, that 
they form the strongest . orgument in 
favor of an extra liberality of expendi- 
ture. If tho Government requiriad, 
assistance to sustaia an ' 6j[5pouition 
which would ensure regularity and 
choapnos, until Buoh time 'that a 
more just and liberal spirit was shown 
by the steamboat autboritios, we aro 
confident from the jsalure of publie 
feeling ac present, that such assistaaco 
would bo roiidily given by those who 
■would bo 60 mucii benciutod by tho 
expenditure.

Copt Warren of the 
ThoroloD rsporls the Growler to be certainly 
wrecked on rocks ofl-pof at Cbaconii and be 
brought down a piece of ber^stetDboatd with 
the words 'Oak Harbot''piiittfld on it, which 
being the plana wheta tha Qrowler was built 
establiBhes.. her . identity. The manner in 
wbiob this piece naa ebattered ahons the 
Bobooaar mnat have gone to pieoBs. 
There is notbiog left now but tho kesi, which 
ia much cut up by tho Indians. Tho crow 
of tha Tiiorntou found iha skeleton of tho 
vjomon Edtolle with a little llaab on the ends 
of the tingera and tona, and tho Indinns say 
they buried the rest of the bodies at low 
water. This foot sooms to dIBer wi}h 
Fraiie'by'a statetnent of |bQrying (he bodies. 
There sis varlosa taoioia ia Ibo seigbborx 
bead ; one of a clock ia raoniog order nbioh 
had not been wet sod known to belong to 
Ibe Growler, and olbets of a similar kind, 
wbicb tend to tnaka tho alTair more 
contradictory and myatorious.

Mr Greeley aptly remarked that the 
world was euccoBsful in Mr Dioken'a success;

monaroha and nobles bow before tho gospel 
of humanity he had preached for twenty-Gvc 
years.' 'Mr Dieken's speech is too long to bo 
given in fall in oar eolnmns; btit it ia replete 
with tbe brilliancy and kindliness of his 
nature, and is undoubtedly an able produc- 
tion. Perhaps the heal; part of the speoch 
is that wo insert, and calculated in connexion 
with Mr Greeley's, to do maoh good on both 
sides of tho A'lantio, in the cultivation of 
gcncroQs sentiments, iatornatiooal confidenco, 
harmony and union : 

Obntlkukn : — Thia expression of my own 
feeliugi lowardt^, and interest in America, and 
tboxe of the most of my countrymen, seems 
to me but a a natural one ; whether or not, 
80 1 make it an ezpreiB,objact.^-| was. ask- 
ed in thia very city, about last Ch'ristmas 
time, whether an Amerioan was not at some 
disadvantage in England aa a foroigner. The 
notion of an American being regarded aa a 
foreigner at all — of his ever being thonght 
of or spoken of in that oharaoter — was so 
inooDgruous and absurd to ma, that my 
gravity was for the momeql qtiite over* 
powered. (Applaoao ) As aooo iks' it was 
restored, I said, that for years past I had 
hoped I had as many American frieada, 
and reoeived ns many American visitors, ns 
almost any Englishman living (applause), 
aud ttmt my unvaried ezperieace, fortified by 
others, was that it waa enoogb in Eaglaod 
to be an American to be received with the 
roost earnest respect and' recognition any- 
where. When an American gentleman, o( 
Cultivated iu'itu ior an, found himself on a 
certaio survey outside the walls of a certain 
bislurical Kuglish castle, famuna f'lr its pic- 
tures, he was refused admittance there, ac- 
cording to the strict rules of the place on 
that day, bat, by merely lepreaentiog that 
he was an American gentleman on his 
travels, and had yat to see the picture gal- 
lery, the wholo ciiatle was pluoed at his im- 
mediate disposal. (Gruat applause and 
laoghiet.) There was a lady, loo, being in 
Loodon and having a great dosire to sea iiie 
famous reading-room ol iba British .Museum, 
wRS assured by the Exigiisb la.'ailj wiih 
which she stayed, it was nntortanaiely im 
po8.'»iblo, because iha place was closed lor a 
week, and she bad only three days. There- 
upon that lady's going, as Hho assuitrd nio, 
alone, to lha gala, sell-introduceil us un 
American lady, tho gate flew open us il by 
magio. (Laughter and applause) I am 
aunesiiy bound to add she certainly wos 
youDg and extremely pretty. ( Laughter and 
applause.) Htil , the porter of that inetitation

Now, gentlomen, I refer to these iridL'S as 
collateral assurance to yon that tho English- 
man who shall humbly strive, aa I hopo to 
do, to ba ia England as faithful to America 
us to England herself, liaa no previoua con- 
ception to oontond against.

I'uinis of diflorenca thero huvo been, poinia 
of difleroocu tlioro aro, poinia of dilTercncu 
there probably always will bo, botweon th" 
two great peoples ; but broadcast in England 
IS sown the SBotiment that these two peoplu 
arc eaaentially one (applause), and ihat it 
reala with them to uphold Iba Anglo Sixun 
race, to which our Prosidont baa roferrod, 
and all its groat achievamenta throughout the 
world, if I know anytbiog of ray country- 
men, and tbey give me the credit of kuowing 
something of them, (voioe,, ' Good,') il I 
know anytbiog of my conotry men, gentlemen 
thaEnghab heart is stirred by tbe flutter of 
tb6 Stars and Stripes aa it is stirred by no 
other flag tliat floats, except tlieir own, 
(Greal applauflo, and ' Thrao cheers for 
Chiirlus Dickens.') If I know my country- 
men in any and every relation towards 
America, thoy begin not, as Sir Anthony 
Absolute recommended lovers to begin, with 
a little aversion, but with a great liking and 
a profound respect. (Applause). And what- 
ever may be tho Bonaitiveness of tho roo- 
monl, or the little official pasaion, tako my 
word for it, that the first enduring, great, 
poi'ular consideration in England is a gener- 
oua construction '^ofjuatice. ' (Bravoa and 
uppliiuso). 

Finally, gontlemon, I say this, aubject to 
your corraoiion, I do believe, from the groat 
majority of honest minds on both sides can-
